W ashington, 
Jan. 
5.— W hile 
th e two national com m ittees have 
filed their, expenses as required 
by law and the total Is approxi­ 
m ately 
$11,500,00 
for 
both, 
there is, of course, no way 
of 
know ing Just what was spent in 
sta te cam paigns which 
directly 
and indirectly aided the national 
tickets. 
A llow ing for about $3,000,000 
for each political party for state 
cam paigns which are not charged 
for national purposes 
the 
total 
cost of the cam paign w as close to 
$18. OOO, OOO. 
In filing their expenses the re­ 
publicans pointed out that they 
distributed 
$3,000,000 
to 
the 
sta te and congressional 
com m it­ 
tees, but this sum . of course, was 
indirectly expended for th e nat­ 
ional ticket. 
It is the sum which 
goes into state cam paigns for lo­ 
cal 
purposes 
that 
incidentally 
helps the 
national 
ticket 
but 
sw ells nevertheless the 
cost 
of 
cam paigning. 
(Vwtliftt in History. 
The prediction was m ade that 
th e 1928 cam paign would be the 
costliest in history and the rec­ 
ords prove it. 
The surprise 
is 
th at the dem ocrats spent less and 
received less than the republicans 
w hereas the general belief was 
that the dem ocrats 
had 
more 
m oney and would spend 
more. 
The tradition 
that 
the 
party 
w hich spends the larger am ount 
proves victorious has been 
up­ 
held in 4 928. 
Bk 'the la st cam paign the na­ 
tional com m ittee acted as agent 
for collections in m any states and 
rem itted to the states 
Tho republicans sent back $3.- 
000,000 but there is little doubt 
that another $3,000,000 was col­ 
lected In the various states 
and 
directly expended for state pur­ 
poses over which 
the 
national 
com m ittee had no 
control. 
In 
fact $3,000,000 would be called a 
conservative estim ate by som e po- 
litieians. A llow ing for $6,000,000 
collected and spent by the states 
Irrespective of the sum s collected 
by the national com m ittees, 
the 
total for both parties 
may 
he 
reasonably estim ated at close to 
$18,000.00$ and yet there will be 
som e who w ill figure the 
total 
spent for all political purposes in 
1928 as nearer $25,000,000. 
In many states local independ­ 
ent clubs operated which had no 
connection with the state com m it­ 
tees or 
national 
organizations. 
Most of the money was spent for 
cam paign literature, speakers ex­ 
penses, bill posters and campaign 
workers. The exact am ount spent 
for precinct 
w orkers 
probably 
w ill never be 
known. 
W hile 
much of this is paid for by local 
organizations It nevertheless is of 
direct benefit to the national tic­ 
ket. 
The workers are instructed 
to persuade voters not to split but 
to vote the straight ticket as the 
case may be. 
Under the present system 
of 
exam ining 
cam paign 
expenses, 
the clerk of the house of repre­ 
sentatives receives a list of con­ 
tributors and lump sum s 
spent 
for national purposes but there is 
no detailed account of what ev ­ 
ery item is spent for unless an in­ 
vestigation by congress is order­ 
ed. 
And since the defeated par­ 
ty is w illing to let w ell 
enough 
alon e and the victorious 
party 
has no special object in prosecut­ 
ing itself, the w hole thing is bur­ 
ied in the archives of congress.

Nearly 70 tons 
of 
motorized 
mow removal equipment Is being 
held In readiness a t the 
county 
sheds in Manistique to combat the 
first deep snows th a t appear on 
the highways during the coming 
winter months. Ten men are be­ 
ing engaged for the operation of 
this equipment. 
It was recently 
disclosed that the 
county 
pur­ 
chased a new 6 cycle 
4 
wheel 
drive heavy duty motor truck to 
which a plow has been 
attached

first 
signs of real winter in this vicin­ 
ity. 
Three smaller 
plows 
are 
already equipt with plows 
and 
are ready to leave 
the 
county 
barns within short notice. Five 
trucks in all are ready for 
im 
mediate operation. 
The new machine will be ser­ 
viced between

and

and 
will cover over IOO miles of high­ 
way every IO to 12 hours

Real Estate Men Want 
Large Appropriation 
for Tourists 


Believing a $350,000,000 busi­ 
ness is worth recognition by the 
state, a tangible asset w orth fes­ 
tering and increasing through the 
use of advertising, the Michigan 
Real Estate Association is taking 
active interest in a bill, to be in­ 
troduced at the coming session of 
the State Legislature, "t6 provide 
for the appointment of a Commis­ 
sion to advertise the advantages 
of the State of Michigan and 
to 
make 
an 
appropriation 
th ere­ 
fore." 
This is the same plan that 
was incorporated in House 
Bill 
No. IGG two years ago, introduc­ 
ed by 
Representative 
Gus 
T. 
Hartman of Houghton, but which 
failed to pass. 
The average spent for advertis­ 
ing by the eight leading lines of 
retailing amounts to 2.85 percent 
of their gross volume 
of 
sales. 
The $350,000,000 
referred 
to 
above represents a very accurate 
estimate of the state’s gross sales 
to the tourist trade during 
the 
1928 season, the estimate 
being 
based upon reports of the Michi­ 
gan Tourist and Resort Associa­ 
tion, with headquarters at Grand 
Rapids, the Upper Peninsula De­ 
velopment Bureau, 
with 
head­ 
quarters at Marquette, the East 
Michigan Tourist Association, lo­ 
cated at Bay City, 
the 
Detroit 
Convention and Tourist 
Bureau 
and the Superintendent of State 
Parks at Lansing. 
Conducted on 
a strictly business basis, proved 
sound by the eight leading lines 
of retailing, a gross income 
of 
this amount is deserving of an 
expenditure of $9,975,000 — yet 
all th at was requested in the bill 
two years ago was $400,000 for a 
two-year period, or slightly over 
one-half of one per cent per year. 
Rapid Growth. 
The tourist business in Michi­ 
gan has grown 
by 
leaps 
and 
hounds, in spite of the fact that
